Which Book is now perfected, and 
ready to be publiſhed, and is made 
more cxtenſive and beneficial to the 
Public than the former; and, it 
is conceived, will contribute to the 
Good of his Majeſty's Subjects, by 
preventing all Deceits, Differences,and 
Incertaintics in the-making or com- 
pounding of Medicines, if, for the fu- 
ture, the Manner and Forms preſcrib- 
ed therein ſhould be practiſed by A- 
pothecaries and others in their Com- 
poſitions of Medicines, Sc. The Me-

ed or named, in any other Manner or
